Stallion Record Set 

The great Maryland stallion Northern 
Dancer broke his own record at the Keene- 
land Summer Sales last month when 11 of 
his sons and daughters sold for an average 
price of $381,364. Northern Dancer, who 
stands at Windfields Farm for a $100,000 
stud fee, established the former record aver¬ 
age of $378,555 at the 1978 Keeneland Sales. 

The 18-year-old son of Nearctic and 
Natalma is owned by a syndicate. He was 


moved to Maryland from Canada by his 
breeder, E.P. Taylor, in 1969, having entered 
stud at Mr. Taylor's Toronto farm in 1965. 

Average price for all 287 yearlings sold at 
Keeneland was $160,111. 

Northern Dancer's most expensive off¬ 
spring was a colt who is a full brother to 
Canadian filly champion Northemette. He 
was purchased by Robert Sangster, of Eng¬ 
land, for $1 million and was the third highest 
priced yearling in the auction. 

The $1 million colt was bred by his con¬ 
signor, Mr. Taylor. All told at Keeneland, 
Mr. Taylor sold 14 head for $3.49 million.

James H. Ballard 

James H. Ballard, a breeder-owner mem¬ 
ber of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, died last month at age 62. Mr. Ballard 
lived in Arlington, Va., and maintained a 
small stable trained by John C. Mobberley. 
The retired construction company executive 
is survived by his wife, Sally, eight children 
and five grandchildren. 

Elmer I. Langford 

Elmer I. Langford, mutuel manager at 
Delaware Park from 1940 to 1966, died last 
month at age 91. Mr. Langford lived in Balti¬ 
more. In addition to his long tenure as 
mutuel manager at Delaware, he also had 
served briefly in the same capacity at all three 
of Maryland's mile tracks. 
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Hapless Hardscramble by Nancy Boyce 
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Luck Of The Irish 
Is With The Ryans 


There is a magic about Jim and Eleanor 
Ryan's horse operation that defies explana¬ 
tion. Granted that they are bright, wealthy 
and industrious. Concede, too, that they are 
among the nicest people ever to breed horses 
in Maryland. 


But that string of pluses still doesn't ex¬ 
plain how they stay so lucky. 

Smarten (winner of $526,903 through 
August 1) is, of course, their big horse in 
1979. But late last month they won Bowie's 
$30,000 Luck Penny Stakes with their 2-year-

old filly Smart Angle. And last year they had 
Quadratic (winner of $233,941) and Bemis 
Heights ($101,175). And in earlier years 
there were Heydairya ($77,612) and Cold 
Hearted ($59,353). 

"It's mostly luck," says Mrs. Ryan. "Take, 
for example, our purchase of Smartaire at the 
Keeneland Fall Sales. We didn't even have 
her marked in our catalogue. We wanted to 
buy three other mares. We got two of them, 
but the third one went for too much money. 
So we had some dollars in our pocket, and 
we wanted one more mare. We went out to 
the walking ring to look at the horses about 
to be auctioned. We took one quick look at 
Smartaire and then bought her a few min¬ 
utes later for $36,000." 

And what a buy that was! 

Her 1975 foal was Quadratic, her 1976 foal 
Smarten and her 1977 foal Smart Angle. 
Those three have collectively earned over 
three-quarters of a million dollars! 

And the most curious thing of all about 
Smartaire is that the Ryans got her when she 
was already a proven failure. 

The mare was ten years old when they 
bought her in the fall of 1972. She had had 
five foals, sired by such stallions as Nashua, 
Creme dela Creme and Bold Hour. Two of 
the five failed to break their maidens. The 
other three were far below stakes quality, 
winning (lifetime) $65,427, $41,500 and 
$35,956. 

For a mare like that (sold in foal to Creme 
dela Creme), $36,000 was a really decent 
price. 

But after being shipped to the Ryans' 300- 
acre Ryehill Farm, Smartaire (a daughter of

*Quibu—Art Teacher by Olympia) had a 
most sudden change in productivity. 

True, the foal she was carrying when 
bought by Eleanor and Jim wasn't worth too 
much. Sired by Creme dela Creme, that filly 
(named Miss Cream Puff) earned only 
$ 22 , 120 . 

But when the Ryans began to choose 
Smartaire's mates, things turned around— 
drastically. 

Their choice for the 1974 breeding season 
was Quadrangle. That mating resulted in 
Quadratic, winner of five stakes in two sea¬ 
sons of racing and now at stud in Virginia. 

In 1975, they bred her to Cyane. And the 
next spring Smarten arrived. He has won 
eight stakes, four of which were worth 
$100,000 or more. 

The 1976 stallion was again Quadrangle. 
And the resulting foal is the 2-year-old filly 
Smart Angle who won Bowie's 5V2-furlong 
Luck Penny Stakes on July 28 while making 
only the second start of her career. 

What's yet to come from this now remark¬ 
able producer? 

Smartaire has no yearling (she was not 
bred in 1977), but she does have a suckling 
filly by ^Vaguely Noble, and she is in foal to 
Exclusive Native (due March 17). 

The only unlucky thing the Ryans have 
done with Smartaire is to sell a 50 per cent 
interest in her two best runners—Smarten 
and Quadratic. 

August Belmont, IV, purchased a half¬ 
interest in Quadratic when that colt was a 
yearling, and Robert Kirkham made the 
same deal for half of Smarten a year later. 

Mr. Belmont wryly acknowledges that he 
was offered a 50 per cent interest in Smarten 
before the Ryans made the deal with Kirk¬ 
ham. "But," says Belmont, "I turned it down 
because I didn't think it would be smart to 
buy out of the same mare twice." 
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Ryans continued 

At last month's fabulous Keeneland two- 
day yearling auction, the three owners did a 
bit of buying as a team. 

With Mr. Belmont as partner, Ryan pur¬ 
chased an In Reality filly out of Kim Stomp 
for $100,000. With Mr. Kirkham as partner, 
Ryan bought a Sir Gaylord colt out of Tally 
Round for $105,000. Then, in a three-way 
partnership, Ryan, Belmont and Kirkham 
joined forces to buy a First Landing colt out 
of Hatton's Rose for $82,000. 

"Oh, we had a lot of fun buying those 
yearlings," commented Ryan upon his re¬ 
turn to Maryland. "Now all we've got to do is 
see if they can run!" □

A Qualified 
Success

JYIaryland experimented last month with 
its first mid-summer yearling sale, and the 
results seem inconclusive. 

After 18 years as a fall auction, the Eastern 
Yearling Sales was shifted to July (because of 
Timonium's change in racing dates), and the 
catalogue was intentionally reduced by one- 
third of its normal volume. 


Not surprisingly, the elimination of the 
bottom third from previous auctions resul¬ 
ted in a record average price for this year's 
sale. But the record average of $10,866 
wasn't really all that good when one consid¬ 
ers that only 89 head were sold. By compari¬ 
son, the previous record average of $10,107 
was attained with 152 head in 1977. 


And the smaller catalogue (a one-night 
session, instead of the normal two) resulted 
in a sharp drop in gross receipts—$967,100 
this year compared to $1,536,300 in the re¬ 
cord year of 1977. 

Also for the first time, the sale was con¬ 
ducted on a consignor preference basis. Pre¬ 
viously, all nominated yearlings were in¬ 
spected before acceptance in addition to pass¬ 
ing a pedigree evaluation. This year, there

Note: Prior to 1964 sale was held in tent. Prior to 1969 horses charged back to consignors were listed 
as sold; from 1969 on, only horses actually sold are so listed. In 1975, an open session was added to 
the two selected sessions. Because the sessions were conducted under different standards of 
selectivity, separate statistics are maintained. Except for 1979, all sales were held in the fall of the 
year. The 1979 sale was held July 27. 
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were no physical inspections, only a pedi¬ 
gree of satisfactory quality being required. 

Since all consignors paid a minimum com¬ 
mission of $600 per horse, it was assumed 
that only yearlings which would bring a 
price close to that figure would be offered by 
their owners. (A $600 commission translates 
into 5 per cent for a $12,000 yearling. Any 
animal selling for less than $12,000 cost his 
consignor more than the normal 5 per cent 
commission.) 

Prior to the sale, there were forecasts 
which reflected both great optimism and 
equally great pessimism. Neither view was 
to prevail. The auction turned out to be ex¬ 
treme in neither direction. It was passable 
(with an 11.3 per cent gain in the average 
price over the 1978 session) but nothing 
more. 


Regrettably, the highest priced offering 
was a charge back.

Glenstone Farm, Hip No. 103 was an attrac¬ 
tive colt by King's Bishop out of Snoopstep. 
He had been purchased by Mr. Firestone last 
year as a weanling for $30,000. Mr. Firestone 
bid the colt back in for his own account at 
$41,000. 

Of those actually sold, Mr. and Mrs. Cary 
W. Jackson's filly by T. V. Commercial out of 
stakes winner Euonymus brought top dollar. 
She was acquired by Mrs. J.W.Y. Martin, Jr., 
on a bid of $36,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Martin own and operate 
Worthington Farms and are neighbors of the 
Jacksons. But there is no question regarding 
the legitimacy of this sale. 

Mrs. Martin was ecstatic over her acquisi¬ 
tion. Said Glennie: "I bought her on my 
own. Duck (her husband) didn't even know I 
was bidding on her. I wanted a nice filly, and 
in my opinion she was the best in the sale." 


Euonymus won over $104,000 and is a 
half-sister to stakes winner Jamming 
($135,208). She has two foals older than Mrs. 
Martin's yearling. The first is Europaeus (a 
filly by Impressive) who was offered but not 
sold at the 1977 Eastern Fall Sale, being bid in 
by the Jacksons at $19,000. The second is 
Gumptious (a filly by Rambunctious) who 
was sold at the 1978 Eastern Fall Sale for 
$16,000 and then resold at the 1979 Maryland 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale for $30,000. 
Europaeus is a non-winner after a few starts. 
Gumptious is unraced. 

The sale's biggest consignor was Tyson 
Gilpin who sold 11 yearlings for various 
owners. The Gilpin consignment brought 
$136,200, averaging $12,382. 

Glade Valley Farms (the 1978 leader with a 
gross of $117,200 and an average of $19,533) 
was second this year to Gilpin. Offering five 
head but selling only four. Glade Valley re¬ 
ceived a gross of $67,500 for an average of 
$16,875. 

Interviewed after the sale, the two leading 
consignors expressed opposite opinions 
about the auction. 

Said Mr. Gilpin: "This was a good sale. I'm 
delighted with the way my horses sold. I 
hope the 1980 auction will be held in July 
again. As far as I'm concerned, it really 
worked out well." 

Dr. Robert A. Leonard, on the other hand, 
was quite disappointed. Glade Valley's 
managing partner said: "I had a good con¬ 
signment of five horses. Out of the five, 
three brought about 20 per cent less than I 
had expected. One brought 10 per cent more 
than I had expected. And one failed to meet 
his reserve. For me, it was definitely not a 
good sale. I think the principal problem was 
that there weren't enough out-of-state buy¬ 
ers there. I don't believe the catalogue was 
either big enough or strong enough to attract 
people to Maryland."

Letter to the Editor 

from an Eastern Summer Sale Consignor 


Sir: 

We sold five yearlings at the new Eastern 
Summer Yearling Sale at Timonium last 
month for $55,400, ranging in price from 
$8,000 to $18,000, an average of $11,080. 

We were pleased. 

We felt we had done well considering our 
investment in stud fees (ranging from $1,000 
to $4,000) and spending approximately 
$1,000 in advertising and sales preparation. 

The five yearlings we sold were all Mary- 
land-breds, two of them half siblings to 
stakes winners and we were proud to have 
them represent our farm and breeding pro¬ 
gram. 

The only discordant note was sounded by 
our own Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion and its sales partner, Fasig-Tipton, 
through their newly-instituted minimum 
commission of $600. 

Our feeling is that this was unfair to the 
consignor. In our case, only one of our five 
sold high enough to justify the minimum 
commission which is based on a $12,000 
price. 

If we are unhappy with this mandatory 
$600 minimum commission, the obvious 
answer would be for us to sell somewhere 
else. However, we live in Maryland, we foal 
all of our mares in Maryland and buy shares 
in and breed to Maryland stallions. 

Why then must we be forced to pay a sales 
commission greater than the normal five per 
cent? 

Selling yearlings is a partnership between 
the breeders and the sales company, and the 
risk should be borne equally. 

We hope that our yearlings will race in 
Maryland to take advantage of the new 
breeders' program. Surely we can best 
achieve this aim by selling in our own home 
state. 

We think it is time for the board of di¬ 
rectors of the MHBA to take a look at this 


minimum sales commission and make some 
changes for next year. It would seem to us 
that if a minimum commission is deemed 
necessary that it should be based on a real¬ 
istic figure—perhaps a $5,000 selling price. 

The sale should be tailored to fit the horses 
available. It should not be tailored to fit 
somebody's dream. 

A $7,500 yearling becomes a $15,000 2- 
year-old for the buyer when its breaking and 
training expenses are added to its purchase 
price. Such a $7,500 yearling would have to 
win allowance races to be a sound invest¬ 
ment if he raced in Maryland. 

Everyone tries to upgrade his stock. We 
feel that we have improved our broodmares 
at least 100 per cent in five years, but we have 
depended on profit raised by selling our 
yearlings in the Eastern Fall Sales every year 
to achieve this goal. 

The breeders association belongs to the 
breeders of the state, doesn't it? We sincerely 
doubt that the present sales policy received 
the approval of a majority of the MHBA's 
membership. 

And the change to a one-day sale actually 
hurt the revenues of the association. The 
average price improved only 11 per cent 
from 1978 (just about equaling the rate of 
inflation) and only 60 per cent as many 
horses were sold. Because fewer horses were 
taken, many breeders were deprived of their 
accustomed market for their yearlings, and 
those who did sell were forced to pay an 
exorbitant commission to their own associ¬ 
ation. 

Based on the quality of racing in this state, 
$5,000 to $7,500 yearlings are not cheap 
yearlings. Surely the MHBA must realize 
that you can't make horses worth any more 
than people are willing to pay for them.

For those who enjoy combined training but would like to try 
something a little different, all they need to do is hitch their 
hunter or event horse to a cart and try combined driving. 

















It was in late June that Mrs. Edward C. 
Dukehart hosted just such a driving compe¬ 
tition at her Shoulderbone Farm in Jarretts- 
ville—refusing to postpone the event even 
though a tornado had passed through the 
farm only a week earlier, leveling a bam, 
fences and numerous trees. 

Terming the meet the "My Lady's Manor 
Driving Competition," Mrs. Dukehart re¬ 
ports that 24 competitors arrived with their 
vehicles and equines. 

Explaining the competition, Mrs. Duke¬ 
hart said: "Combined driving is a three- 
phase just like eventing, with F.E.I. rules. It 
consists of a driving test, marathon and ob¬ 
stacle course. This particular event was de¬ 
signed for the novice; our driving test is a 
simplified version and our marathon course 
is quite short, with ample time to complete 
all hazards." 

Mrs. Dukehart, who has been a driving 
enthusiast and competitor all her life, went 
on to say, "I started out with the ugliest pony 
you could imagine and did everything with 
him—hunt, show, drive and even play polo. 
During World War II and gas rationing I 
drove a pair of Quarter Horses everywhere." 
(This form of transportation could soon 
return.) 

She now raises Welsh ponies but drives 
horses as well, competing with four-in- 
hands, tandems, pairs and singles. She is a 
registered judge with the American Driving 
Society and last year was a referee for four- 
in-hands at the Royal Windsor Show. 

Many of the Shoulderbone Farm contes¬ 
tants were foxhunters and/or eventers. 

Mrs. Pamela Stokes brought her 19-year- 
old Argentine Thoroughbred, Balfour, from 
Leesburg. She said, "He'll do anything I 
want as long as I hunt him once a week every 
season." Mrs. Stokes also events him and 
has ridden him over timber. She was driving 
in a borrowed cart because, "I went under a 
tree limb and broke the shafts right off mine 
about a week ago." 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Miller came from Mid- 
dleburg with their pair of gray horses, which 
they hunt regularly with Piedmont. This is 
their first year in driving competition, and 
they have begun with a flourish, winning at 
Radnor and at Upperville. 

The Shoulderbone competition began 
with an inspection. The judge marked each 
entrant on the condition of horse and tack, 
the suitability of the carriage to the horse and 
the overall impression of the turnout. 

Mrs. Alberta Bowen, presentation judge, 
commented, "A lot of the presentation is 
aesthetic; safety is the major factor but a 
neatly dressed whip (driver) with a well- 
tumed-out horse and carriage is obviously 
pleasing to look at." 

The first phase was the driving test (some¬ 
thing like dressage). This test, done primar¬ 
ily at a working trot from memory, can in¬ 
clude extended trots but no cantering. It is 
judged similarly to combined training tests, 
on accuracy, suppleness and position of the 
horse. Tom Ryder and Craig Kellog were the 
judges. 

The obstacle phase (equivalent to stadium 
in combined training) is "a timed test, to be 
driven at a trot over a set course." The obsta¬ 
cles are 16 inches wider that the axle of the 
vehicle. Ten seconds are added to the com¬ 
petitor's time whenever he misplaces or 
knocks over a marker. Penalties are also in¬ 
curred if the horse breaks into a canter. Three 
breaks mean elimination. 

The marathon (like cross-country in 
eventing) is the most exciting phase. "Its 
purpose is to test the fitness, training and 
manners of the horse and the ability of the 
whip, under circumstances normally en¬ 
countered on the road." It is divided into

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four main sections: trot, walk, hazards and a 
mandatory rest period. 

The competitor must complete each phase 
within a fixed time period. The walk phase 
should be accomplished as quickly as possi¬ 
ble without breaking into a trot. After five 
seconds of a broken gait one incurs penal¬ 
ties. At the mandatory rest stop a veterinar¬ 
ian checks pulse and respiration of each 
horse. Here, the whips are allowed to make 
any necessary repairs or adjustments to their 
gear. At no other time are they allowed to get 
out of the carriage without being penalized. 

The hazards are timed obstacles. At 
Shoulderbone, over a three and one-quarter 
mile course, there were four hazards. The 
first was a woods slalom in which the twisty 
course left only inches to spare for some of 
the larger vehicles. The second hazard was 
the "tornado gate," blown off its hinges by 
the storm, through which the competitors 
had to turn sharp right and then make a "U" 
turn within a roped area. Obstacle No. 3 was 
a small wooden bridge. 

The only mishaps of the day occurred 
here. Bonnie Bowen's pony refused to cross 
it and had to be led, therefore incurring elim¬ 
ination. Cindy Day drove her pony too close 
to the side of the bridge and one wheel went 
off the edge, but they made it across on a 
wheel and an axle. 

The final hazard was a serpentine course 
between log obstacles. 

Everyone was impressed with the course 
although, as Susan Lachman commented at 
the end, "It was fun, but those hills are mur¬ 
der!" Susan was driving a Morgan whom 
she had trained herself. Marjorie Schlitz, 
from Cockeysville, was competing in her 
first driving event with a 5-year-old bay 
pony named Filibuster. After crossing the 
finish line she burst into tears, leapt out of 
the cart and hugged her pony, crying, "I 
knew you could do it, I knew you could do 
it!" 
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I took part in the marathon, hitching a ride 
with Fred Miller and his two grays, Jim and 
Razoola. Mrs. Miller, who gave directions 
and timed each section and hazard with a 
stopwatch, explained to me, "A second per¬ 
son really helps, especially to warn the driv¬ 
er about bumps or uneven terrain ahead. 
That's why it's important to walk the course 
first. At Radnor a four-in-hand hit a tree root 
crossing a stream and flipped over." I didn't 
need that kind of encouragement. However, 
I did enjoy the ride, although I still prefer a 
saddle to a carriage seat. 

Mrs. Dukehart had been organizing the 
event since October. The major problem is 
the work involved—finding the time and the 
manpower. "I'd like to have it again and 
keep it at the training level," she said, "but it 
would be nice to see more combined driving 
events in the area." Pleased with the enthu¬ 
siastic response to the Shoulderbone event, 
Mrs. Dukehart added, "There is much more 
driving and fun involved in combined driv¬ 
ing than in a show, where you just drive 
around a ring. Everyone seemed to have a 
wonderful time here because there was so 
much participation."

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Breeders And 
Owners Work 
In Press Box

Although the owning and breeding of 
Thoroughbreds is usually regarded as being 
something only the wealthy can afford, there 
are three reporters in Bowie's press box 
along with Bowie's public address announc¬ 
er who are risking their own money in 
horses. 

Two of the reporters—William Boniface 
and Ross Peddicord—are employed by the 
Baltimore Sunpapers. The third. Bill Phillips, 
is a columnist for the Daily Racing Form. And 
handling the mike in a booth adjacent to the 
press box is Dick Woolley, also a Thorough¬ 
bred breeder. 

How do these four salaried men regard 
their sideline? Is it worth their time? Is it a 
conflict of interest? Or does the fact that they 
own horses actually help them do a better job 
at the track? 

Boniface, a Baltimore Sun worker for 42 
years, firmly believes that the best thing for a 
young racing writer to do is exactly what he 
did 30 years ago—buy a racehorse. (His first 
was a Bull Lea filly named Pink Gloves 
which he bought from Calumet Farm.) 

"The insight you gain," says Boniface, "by 
knowing the horsemen's problems as a par¬ 
ticipant is invaluable. You learn what prob¬ 
lems confront the riders, trainers and racing 
officials. And you deal with them not as a 
writer but as a horseman. It is a great ad¬ 
vantage to know the different aspects of the 
game. Basic things to know like what bucked 
shins are become part of the daily education 
after you acquire your first horse. 



"If you deny a young writer the privilege 
to own and write simultaneously, then I 
think he is missing an education. Many 
problems that an outsider is unaware of are 
crucial. Firsthand knowledge is always 
better." 

The owner of Bonita Farm (in partnership 
with his son J. William Boniface) near Bel Air 
in Harford county adds, "Many poor stories 
that are written today would not be written 
had someone known or understood the 
problems he is trying to write about." 

The latest newcomer to the Sunpapers rac¬ 
ing staff, Ross Peddicord, heartily agrees. "I 
feel owning three broodmares keeps me 
deeply involved in my work," says Ross. 
"To date I have had only one good horse 
(Wm. Withers), but I haven't lost money on 
the others either." He and his partner, Mark 
Clark, son of Senator James Clark, Jr., and 
grandson of Alda Hopkins Clark, a longtime 
enthusiast of the Howard County Hunt (an 
annual race is held in her honor by the club), 
leased the dam of their stakes-placed horse 
from Garrison Forest School. They each paid 
$250 for the stud fee and wound up selling 
the resulting foal three years later for

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$25,000. Peddicord laughs as he admits, 
"When the lease expired, I returned Dinwid- 
die just like I got her—lame. Then they sold 
her to a man in Upper Marlboro. I finally 
paid $3,000 to buy her for Mark and myself." 

Maryland's track announcer for the past 
eight years, Dick Woolley, states, "Owning 
Thoroughbreds adds pleasure, enjoyment, 
and a considerable amount of excitement to 
my job. As track announcer I am welcomed 
into the horse fraternity. I guess everyone 
likes to hear me broadcast their name as the 
winning horse's owner or trainer," he says 
as he shrugs his shoulders and smiles. "But 
owning horses has helped me learn a differ¬ 
ent aspect of the game. I study the bloodlines 


daily and am constantly on the watch for the 
filly or mare that can upgrade my stock." 

Although Woolley is a relative newcomer 
to the game (having had horses for only se¬ 
ven years), he has some logical advice. "If 
you can outlast the adversities, then luck will 
be in your favor. I have had my share of 
tragedies but if I had had a weak heart I 
would have been out of this business a long 
time ago. To breed a stakes winner there is 
no genius involved. You must study the 
game and be persistent if you plan to be 
successful." 

Bill Phillips of the Daily Racing Form owns 
one broodmare. "It is.something I always 
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Press continued 

wanted to do. After all my father Carl owned 
horses on Cherry Hill Farm in Kentucky for 
quite some time, so you can say that I was 
indoctrinated early. My mare, Tred Avon, an 
8-year-old by Ambernash, is nothing profit¬ 
able, merely pleasurable. She won over 
$40,000 but I didn't race her. She's carrying a 
foal now by Gala Harry. 

"As long as Tred Avon places no conflict of 
interest on me, then I have no problems 
owning her and fulfilling my duties for the 
Form. For a young writer I would recom¬ 
mend it (owning a Thoroughbred) as long as 
the financial and emotional stress that ac¬ 
companies owning horses does not interfere 
with your work. I see nothing wrong as long 
as there is no hidden ownership. If all the 
world knows you have a horse then nothing 
is wrong with it. From my experience the 
benefits far outweigh any harm." 

The three writers and the track announcer 
agree that their horses give them a new van¬ 
tage point of the game in which they are 
daily involved. 

Phillips claims, "Tred Avon has widened 
my perspectives by keeping me aware of the 
handling and care of an expectant brood¬ 
mare. She helped broaden my interest in this 
game." Phillips, unlike the three other own¬ 
ers, has no pasture or stables and must board 
his mare, which he does at Jim Richardson's 
Panorama Farm. He aptly states his feelings 
by commenting, "Horses themselves are 
such beautiful animals that it is nice to be as 
close to them as I can be. I am looking for¬ 
ward to Tred Avon foaling next spring." 

Woolley hopes he can expand his 20-acre 
operation into a farm where he can breed 
mares, raise foals and yearlings, train 2-year- 
olds, and consign regularly to the sales. With 
a larger farm, he believes he can surround 
himself with a team of successful horsemen. 
"I would like very much to be a regular con¬ 
signor at Saratoga, and all I need is that one 
good horse to make a breakthrough," he 
adds. 

The youngest race writer at the Sun, Ross 
Peddicord, would like nothing more than 
having Wm. Withers' yearling half-brother 
be a stakes winner. The profits he made from 
his first colt made the down payment on his 
new house. The chestnut yearling by Keelo 
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out of Dinwiddie is selling in William G. 
Christmas' sale at Timonium on August 15. 

Similarly, the eldest member of the Sun's 
racing staff. Bill Boniface, hopes to have an¬ 
other partnership as grand as Phoebe's Don¬ 
key, the brilliant three-time stakes-winning 
filly owned with his son Billy and Dr. Edgar 
Berman. 

Like all horsemen Boniface constantly 
strives for better bloodlines. His horses are 
not simply for pleasure. As Boniface said of 
his dual involvement in the sport, "The more 
knowledgeable the writer, the better off all 
the horsemen are. Part of a journalist's job is 
to communicate to the public what is actually 
going on in the bams. Naturally being on the 
inside looking out can be a great advantage 
to all." □

It's not unusual for an owner to have dif¬ 
ferent trainers for divisions of his racing sta¬ 
ble, but when both of the trainers are young 
women . . . well, then you've got to say that 
is a little bit different. 

Then add the fact that the women are sis¬ 
ters and that the owner of most of their 
horses is their father. Then consider that the 
older sister, Katharine Merryman Voss, has 
won more stakes (19) than any other woman 
trainer in the world. 

Unusual. Very. 

But that's the way it is in the family of Mr. 
and Mrs. John B. Merryman. They routinely 
accomplish unusual feats, almost as though 
they were commonplace occurrences. 

Mr. Merryman is a former president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. He is 
currently a member of the MHBA's 15-mem¬ 
ber Board, as is his oldest (30) child, Katy 
Voss. Never in the MHBA's 50-year history 
have a father and daughter served on the 
Board. But they do it with aplomb. And they 
don't necessarily vote the same way, either. 

For quite a few years, Katy trained all of 
her father's horses. Included in that stable 
was the great Maryland-bred race mare 
Twixt, winner of 18 stakes and $619,143. 
Then brother Edwin took out his trainer's 
license, followed by sister Ann Merryman 
Small. Edwin won stakes with Pistol White. 
Ann is still in quest of her first added-money 
triumph. 

Now Edwin is running one of his father's 
farms in Port Deposit. He lives on the 500- 
acre Anchor and Hope Farm with his wife 
Sarah (known as Sass) and their 2-year-old 
son, Louis McLane Merryman (named for 
John's father). Sass is a sister of Ann Small's 
former husband, Richard, also a trainer. 


Dick Small, who achieved the pinnacle of 
success with the top class 3-year-old filly 
Caesar's Wish last year, is a son of another 
MHBA Board member, Douglas R. Small, 
also a trainer. But Edwin and Sass have cho¬ 
sen the farm life, according to Mr. Merry¬ 
man. "They hope to develop Anchor and 
Hope into a training center," he says. "Right 
now they've got 100 head of cattle and a few 
broodmares." 

In quitting the track, Edwin left his two 
sisters (the Merrymans have six children, 
four girls and two boys) in charge of the 
Merryman racing stable. 

As of this writing, Katy is training 13 for 
her father while Ann has seven. Both wo¬ 
men also have horses for other owners—four 
for Katy and three for Anne. 

Katy, a Goucher graduate with a Bache¬ 
lor's degree in mathematics, got back into 
the headlines last month when Push 'n Six 
won Bowie's $30,000 Lady Baltimore Hand¬ 
icap. Owned and bred by her father and 
mother. Push 'n Six became Mrs. Voss's first 
stakes winner since Twixt won her 18th stake 
in 1975. 

Ann had another of her father's horses 
(Dearly, a full sister to Twixt) entered in the 
same stake, but she scratched out of the mile 
and a sixteenth filly and mare event, leaving 
the coast clear for Push 'n Six's upset victory.

Just how Mr. and Mrs. Merryman go 
about dividing their homebred racing stable 
between their daughters remains to be seen. 
Theoretically, the two women make alter¬ 
nate selections when it comes time to split up 
the yearlings. But rumor has it that sororal 
foul claims are sometimes lodged. Naturally, 
each wants the best prospects. 

In addition to Mr. Merryman's unraced 
2-year-olds, his racing stable consists of: 
(Katy's division) Push 'n Six, Dance Every 
Dance, Hone, Iwaswondering and Onadeer; 
(Ann's division) Dearly, What If, Clarinet 
King, Rash Trip and Lady Lyndy. 

The Merrymans have bred four stakes 
winners (Twixt, Pistol White, Push 'n Six 
and Brandy Sling) at their Orebanks Farm in 
Sparks. Twixt is now a broodmare and Pistol 
White is on the farm recovering from a 
bowed tendon. Push 'n Six, a 6-year-old 


daughter of Up All Hands (from whom she 
takes her name, the Merrymans being early 
risers), has earned over $118,000. That leaves 
Brandy Sling (a foal of 1966) who became 
their first stakes winner in 1969 after being 
lost in a claiming race by Mr. Merryman. 

Since all of the Merryman horses are 
homebreds (including Twixt whose dam was 
purchased by John for $2,000), it is indisput¬ 
able that no one has had more success ac¬ 
quiring breeding stock on a limited bankroll 
than have the husband and wife who own 
The Orebanks. 

Still there is no sentiment within the fam¬ 
ily which would in any way suggest conceit. 

Katy, for example, was asked recently 
what her father's No. 1 criterion is in the 
selection of a broodmare. Without hesita¬ 
tion, she answered in a single word: 
"Price!" □ 
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It's doubtful if there's a racetracker in 
Maryland who doesn't know the tall, slim 
36-year-old man who seems always avail¬ 
able for an offbeat job at one of the state's 
four tracks. 

Most people don't know that his name is 
John E. Williamson, III. Or that he trains an 
eight-horse stable. They think of him instead 
as the always cooperative fellow who puts 
the bit numbers on horses entering the pad- 
dock at Bowie or who drives the patrol 
judges to their stands during the Pimlico 
meeting. 

To everyone, the man is known simply as 
Jay. 



Quiet, remarkably polite and never a trou¬ 
blemaker, Jay gained headlines last month 
when J.D. May won an allowance race at 
Bowie for an $81.40 payoff. But because his 
name on the program came out "John E. 
Williamson, " racetrackers could be excused 
if they asked "who's that?" 

Hopefully, the name will become better 
known in the years ahead. Because it is not 
as a race track worker that Williamson hopes 
to make his mark but, rather, as the trainer of 
a hard-hitting public stable. 

"The only reason I work in the afternoons 
at the tracks," he explains, "is to make 
enough money to carry my horses and my¬ 
self. I figure I need $150 a week for myself to

Doesn't 

Know 

Jay?

The ubiquitious jack-of-all trades 
known as Jay to Maryland's race- 
trackers is John E. Williamson, III, 
trainer of an eight-horse stable. 
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live on and, for the two horses I own. I've got 
to have another $200. That adds up to $350 
each week—sometimes my horses aren't go¬ 
ing that good." 

To those persons who have never felt the 
lure of a lifetime on the backstretch, William¬ 
son might be regarded as a man with twisted 
values. He is the product of an upper mid¬ 
dle-class background, but he lives alone in a 
shabby trailer park one block from the Timo- 
nium track with no assets other than his 
three-quarter ton truck, his two-horse trail¬ 
er, his house trailer and his two race horses. 

His mother is a retired high school teacher 
and his father (who died from a heart attack 


while playing tennis at his fashionable home 
in Heatherfield) was an heir to the J.E. Wil¬ 
liamson Company of Bellwood, Pa., which 
manufactures grates and stokers for coal 
furnaces. 

He could be a part of that lifestyle but, 
instead. Jay chooses to live behind a restau¬ 
rant-bar in a mobile home stacked on blocks. 

"A fancy house wouldn't mean anything 
to me," he explains. "I'm at Timonium at 5 in 
the morning, work at Bowie every after¬ 
noon, eat my meals in a restaurant (except 
when he has dinner with his mother who 
lives now in Lutherville) and get into bed 
between seven and eight o'clock. 
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Jay continued 


"Horse racing is my whole life. And 
there's nothing much else I want out of it." 

Six of the horses trained by Williamson are 
owned by Joseph D. McCaffrey. The best is 
J.D. May who last November won a division 
of the Tri-State Futurity at Charles Town, 
earning nearly $30,000. But that stake win 
occurred before Jay took over the McCaffrey 
stable. 

When J.D. May went postward last month 
at Bowie, he boasted one win out of 13 life¬ 
time starts. To say that his performance (a 
nose score at 39-to-l) was an improvement is 
an understatement—he ran like a different 
horse. 

And, as far as Williamson is concerned, 
there is nobody on God's earth that he would 
rather win a race for than Mr. McCaffrey, 
owner of the Windy Valley Farms restaurant 
and pony ride emporium on the Falls road in 
Lutherville. 

It was McCaffrey (who is recovering from 
major surgery) who got Jay interested in 
horses. "I used to go over there when I was 
13 or 14 years old and lead the ponies that the 
little kids were riding. And sometimes I'd 
work in his store, doling out ice cream and 
making milk shakes. He gave me a couple of 
dollars a day for doing work that I would 
have done for free." 

Educated in private schools (St. Paul's, 
Fishbume Military Academy and Charlotte 
Hall), Jay roamed the Green Spring Valley 
during the summer months, getting riding 
lessons from Mildred Day when not riding or 
working at the McCaffrey place. 

And, of course, there was Timonium—a 
magnet he has neither tried nor wanted to 
resist. 

"L.G. Boyce let me work for him," recalls 
Jay, "and of course, Joe McCaffrey always 
had some horses there, too." 

Finally, upon graduating from Charlotte 
Hall, the time came for Jay to go to college. 
"But," he says, "I never liked school, never 
did well in it. It was always hard for me. I 
wanted the race tracks, and that's where I 
went. My family was awfully disappointed." 

Jay puts bit number on horse entering 
Bowie's paddock, one of a number 
of odd jobs he performs at local tracks. 


Eventually, Jay came to the attention of the 
nationally prominent trainer Jerry Meyer. 
After a stint as a groom, Williamson became 
one of Meyer's several assistant trainers, 
handling the Pennsylvania division of his 
Canada-New York-Pennsylvania-Maryland 
operation. 

Then he was drafted for the Vietnam war, 
and during that period wrote sporadically 
for this magazine with reports from the war 
zone in letters which carried the headline 
"Our Man In Vietnam." 

"I wasn't out of the Army for a week," 
recalls Jay, "when Jerry Meyer asked me to 
go back to work for him. I went to Canada 
and was assistant trainer for him there. 

"Then I got a couple of horses of my own 
and had up-and-down luck. Went to work 
for Dickie Dutrow after about five years al¬ 
together with Jerry Meyer. They're both top 
horsemen. If you can't learn from them, you 
just can't learn. 

"But I always wanted to be on my own. 
Train for myself. 

"So I'd buy a horse whenever I got the 
chance. Make money with some. Lose with 
others. To help carry my horses, I'd take 
whatever job I could find at the tracks. Even 
did some valeting once or twice at Pimlico 
and was the recall man who handled the flag 
at Timonium. 

"Now I've got two horses for myself and 
six for Joe. He couldn't possibly be a better 
owner. And it's great, too, when you realize 
that it was Joe who gave me my start leading 
ponies for little kids. 

"For his sake as well as my own, I hope 
J.D. May turns into something special." 
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Soon after jockey Gregg McCarron 
married in 1970, his wife Darlene told him 
she wanted a station wagon. 

He refused vehemently, saying that kind 
of car was simply not his style. 

"Well then," came his wife's rejoinder, 
"get me a farm." 

Darlene McCarron figured if they had 
their own farm their lives might become 
more stationary. Besides, she loves working 
with horses and she thought in time Gregg 
might like it, too. 

And that is how it has worked out for the 
McCarrons. 

Joint owners of a 100-acre Howard county 
farm, where they breed and board horses in 


"We're struggling," admits Mrs. McCar¬ 
ron, who handles most of the farm chores 
while her husband puts in long hours at the 
race tracks. "Now we're just getting to the 
point where we're actually starting to make 
money." 

So far the star of their stable is Melgross, a 
5-year-old gelding from their first foal crop. 
He won about $11,000 for them before 
trainer Bud Delp claimed him for $14,500 last 
summer at Delaware Park. 


After the horse was claimed Darlene made 
the new owner an unusual offer—she would 
take Melgross back any time he needed a 
home. If you visit Azimuth Circle Farm to¬ 
day, you'll find the gelding Melgross 
munching hay in the bam, a radio providing 
background music to help ward away loneli¬ 
ness while he recuperates from fractured 
sesamoids. 

Some day the McCarrons hope to make 
him into a riding horse for their son. 

Mrs. McCarron doesn't mind telling you 
she's sentimental about her horses. Up in a 
top field grazes a pony she rode as a teen¬ 
ager. "I don't think he's done more than a 
week's worth of work in his life," she notes. 


Darlene's warm nature does not rule out a 
serious business sense. "We're always 
working to upgrade our stock," Darlene ex¬ 
plains. "We lease mares and breed them to 
the best stallions we can afford." 

Of the 20 Thoroughbreds on the farm, half 
are boarders and half home-owned. Under 
the rules of racing, Gregg is allowed to own 
broodmares, but not race horses, so horses 
of racing age go into the ownership of Cap¬ 
tain and Mrs. Johnson. Purses go back into

partnership with Darlene's parents. Captain 
and Mrs. Rolla Johnson, Darlene and Gregg 
McCarron have become a rare jockey-trainer 
team. He is one of very few jockeys in the 
country also involved in horse breeding. 


Add to their pensioners an odd collection 
of five dogs that have been "dropped off" 
near their home, and you understand why 
Mr. McCarron wryly refers to his place as a 
"walking Animal League." 
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McCarrons continued 


the farm operation. Darlene and Gregg pay 
the stud fees and own the foals. 

Darlene trains for her parents because it's 
"foolish to spend that much extra on a train¬ 
er" and Gregg rides all their horses since he 
is not allowed to accept another mount in the 
same race. 

Actually Darlene spends a minimal 
amount of time at the tracks. A groom cares 
for the horses, then every morning Gregg 
asks Darlene what kind of work she wants 
done that day. "Then he goes and does what 
he wants," quips Darlene. 

Right now their only horse in training is a 
3-year-old named Fally's Kid, returning to 
the track after a winter off for bucked shins. 

Both in their early 30's—Darlene is 32 and 
Gregg is 30—the McCarrons landed on a 
Maryland horse farm through a highly un¬ 
predictable route. 

She was raised near Cleveland, Ohio, 
where her father was the regional president 
of Masters, Mates and Pilots, an advisory 
agency for masters and mates of ships on the 
Great Lakes and rivers. Darlene was always 
interested in horses, and started riding les¬ 
sons at 7, but she never became a skilled 
rider. Eventually she won the "good sports¬ 
manship" award on the local show circuit. 

One day in 1968, Darlene's father came 
home and told her he had just bought her a 
jumper but he was going to race it once be¬ 
fore she could ride it. From then on. Captain 
and Mrs. Johnson were hooked on racing. 

Their next horse was a mare they still own, 
which they bought as a yearling and sent to 
race in New Orleans as a 2-year-old. Darlene 
went along to New Orleans with the horse 
and decided it would be more practical if she 
got a job while she was there. She ended up 
working for trainer Odie Clelland, who was 
also Gregg's employer at the time. That's 
how the two met. 

Gregg, meanwhile, had been brought up 
in the Boston, Mass., area, never sitting on a 
horse until he was 18 years old. 

In fact, he graduated from high school and 
began attending Bentley College with the 
idea of becoming a certified public accoun¬ 
tant. He was working part-time in a depart¬ 


ment store to help with college expenses 
when another employee, noting his size, 
started talking to him about becoming a 
jockey. 

"A woman I worked with had a good 
friend who was the manager of Suffolk 
Downs," recalls Gregg. "The more she 
talked, the worse I did in school. By April I 
had quit school and gone to work for Odie 
Clelland. He taught me to ride and my whole 
life changed. I was 18." 

His family was not pleased. 

"My mother didn't cotton to the kind of 
people at the race track," says Gregg. "But 
she always let us make our own decisions. 
There were nine kids in our family and we've 
all turned out to be really successful. It's a 
good thing Suffolk wasn't far from my home 
or I wouldn't have made it. I was scared and 
dirty—I went home three or four nights a 
week in the beginning." 

Winning over 100 races every year since 
1970, Gregg has made a good, steady career 
in racing. He was leading rider at Laurel in 
1971 and his total victories exceed 1,400. 

Gregg was also responsible for introduc¬ 
ing the sport to his younger brother Chris, 
who went on to set a new world record in 
1974—riding 546 winners in one year. Chris 
is now riding and doing well in California. 

"When I first went to work at the track 
Chris used to laugh at me. He's six years 
younger than me and he was watching me 
bring home $90 on the first and 15th of the 
month. He used to say: 'Hey, you went to 
college and now you look terrible, you're 
broke and you smell bad.' But by his last year 
of high school he was coming to wherever I 
was and walking hots on his vacations. The 
bug bit him too." 

Gregg's father is the executive secretary of 
the Knights of Columbus in Boston and a 
retired court reporter for the Navy. One of 
the other children in the McCarron family, 
Joey, became a professional golfer. Another 
son is writing a book. 

Matthew, Darlene and Gregg McCarron 
ride Oscar, an ex-lead pony given to Matthew 
for Christmas by Odie Clelland, a longtime 
friend through whom the McCarrons met. 
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Darlene and Gregg "thought they'd found 
heaven" when they moved to Maryland in 
the fall of 1971 in time to encounter one of 
this area's mildest winters. They had been 
traveling back and forth between the New 
England and New Orleans circuits; he has 
remained in the Maryland/Delaware circuit 
ever since. 

They have one child, Matthew, who at¬ 
tends Glenelg Country School, where he is 
on the honor roll, and Maple Spring Farm 
riding school, where he gets lots of ribbons. 


"Matthew picks out all our races for us," 
says his father proudly. 

Gregg hopes to keep riding another 10 
years. "I love it," he remarks. "And I really 
don't know how I'll feel about retiring." 

But by the time he does quit the McCar- 
rons hope to have built their farm into a 
completely self-sustaining center for break¬ 
ing, training and breeding. "We hope to 
phase into it, so that when Gregg retires he 
won't have to grope around for something to 
do," explains Darlene. 
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Hope For Hagerstown?

This is the fourth in a series of articles in which the 
problems and future of half-mile racing in Maryland 
are examined. A subsequent feature will discuss the 
demise of Thoroughbred racing at Cumberland track. 


The April 8 edition of the Sun carried an 
article by Dale Austin entitled "Horse racing: 
a plea to England not to do things 'the 
American way.' " Summarizing the doleful 
scene at home, Austin wrote: "The scenario 
is familiar: leaders hoping to generate more 
money lose their perspective and act to ex¬ 
tend the seasons, overlap circuits and build 
new tracks. 

"Then the concept backfires. The fields be¬ 
come diluted. The entire product is weak¬ 
ened. Business falls off. Franchises face fail¬ 
ure and leaders become desperate to gener¬ 
ate more money. Sound like Maryland . . .?" 

After contrasting the situation in Britain 
where three-day meets are common, Austin 
concludes with: "Let English racing with its 
bigtime steeplechasing continue as it is. That 
way when some horseplayer gets tired of 
seeing them going around and around at 
Timonium, he can say, 'Why don't they have 
racing over here like they do in England?' " 

Why not indeed? Anyone interested in 
sponsoring a one or two-day meet on the 
English model? Maybe — just maybe — 
there's a likely spot for such an event in 
Hagerstown (Md.). 

Presently the facility, which ran its last 
meet in 1970, is used as a training center by 
area horsemen who stable there for a fee of 
$20 per month per stall and ship for the most 
part to Charles Town and Penn National. 
Too, an annual fair is held on the site, but 
townspeople express a ho-hum attitude to¬ 
ward it. "Just another big carnival," is the 
consensus of those interviewed. 

Even so, the fair requires a sizable cash 
outlay because the Health Department de¬ 
mands that certain standards be met if the 
fair is to be permitted. Would bureaucratic 
red tape discourage a sponsoring organiza¬ 
tion? 

Although he does not refer specifically to 
Hagerstown, trainer Billy Boniface ponders 
the benefits of racing at the crossroads. 
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"Look at the people who come to Fair Hill, 
for example," he says. "Lots of potential fans 
are introduced to racing there. Cecil coun- 
tians who wouldn't drive to the big tracks 
will spend an afternoon there and become 
interested in the sport." 

(Regarding newcomers, mutuel em¬ 
ployees concur: "At Fair Hill when the cus¬ 
tomers try to bet three dollars on number 2C, 
you realize that some first-time starters have 
two legs.") 

Boniface, too, praises English racing. 
"Their courses are certainly less than elabo¬ 
rate by American standards. While there is 
betting, you somehow get the feeling that 
the bet isn't the only thing. English fans are 
interested primarily in horses. 

"I think if a group wanted to run a one or 
two-day meet in Maryland, it would be a 
good thing. When initiative comes from a 
particular area, even if they ask to run a meet 
sanctioned by the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, I don't see why they couldn't do it." 

The other alternative would be unlicensed 
racing which could take place on Sunday as 
well but there could be no betting. Is there 
sufficient interest in the Hagerstown area 
that fans would come to the races as spec¬ 
tators only? Would there be sufficient inter¬ 
est among horsemen themselves? THE 
Maryland horse farm map lists 14 farms in 
Washington county. 

Before the track's closing horsemen did 
accept lower purses in a vain effort to keep 
the track functioning. Dr. Robert C. Snavely, 
78-year-old osteopathic physician and pres¬ 
ident of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association of Washington county, attri¬ 
butes the track's closing to night racing in 
West Virginia. "Our attendance dropped 
when fans from Baltimore and Washington 
were drawn to Charles Town. We were los¬ 
ing money at a great rate and had to pay the 
state a percentage. Did you ever hear of any¬ 
body paying a dividend when they're losing 
money?" 

Photographs In/ Cappy Jackson and Skip Ball 
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Hagerstown is currently used as a 
training center by local horsemen 
who ship for the most part to Penn 
National or Charles Town to race. 
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The story is much the same for other Mary¬ 
land minor tracks: simultaneous clobbering 
by dwindling handle and rising expenses. 
Upon Hagerstown's demise, its dates were 
sold to Marlboro and eventually to Bowie. 

The track's closing ended over a century of 
racing in the county. From the mid-nine¬ 
teenth century fairs were held at various sites 
in town, but the final Mulberry street loca¬ 
tion was chosen in the early 1880's. The pre¬ 
mium book of 1900 shows that in the trotting 
and racing department $5,000 was available 
in purses. Some rules and regulations: 

"The Board reserves the right to change 
the program, and to declare any race or races 
off on account of bad weather, the entrance 
fee of races so declared off to be refunded. 

"One dollar a day will be charged owners 
who make no entries for each horse occupy¬ 
ing a stall. 

"No stalls can be occupied except upon the 
written order of the Clerk of the Course." 

Running races — one or two a day — had 
purses from $200 to $300. The winner re¬ 
ceived 60 per cent; 2nd, 30 per cent; 3rd, 10 
per cent. The track was described as . . . "a 
full half-mile, nearly ellipitical in form, with 
easy curves, and mostly level, the grade 
nowhere exceeding one foot eight inches to 
the 100 feet. It is entirely cut off from other 
portions of the grounds, so there cannot pos¬ 
sibly be any intrusion while horses are trot¬ 
ting or running." 

For the accommodation of guests there 
were . . . "coat and baggage rooms near the 
entrance where coats, blankets, whips, bas¬ 
kets, etc. may be checked and securely 
guarded for a small fee." 

Local historian Reuben L. Musey writes in 
It Happened in Washington County: "By the 
early 1930's, horse racing had become an 
'added attraction' at the fair grounds. When 
the date of the fair was set in August instead 
of the 'traditional' October, attendance de¬ 
clined for exhibits no longer featured the 
early autumn harvest products. The loss of 
horse racing also contributed to declining 
interest. While the Great Hagerstown Fair 
still attracts thousands annually, it no longer 
provides the interest and attraction which 
made this city the autumn-time mecca for all 
who lived in the Cumberland and Shenan-

doah valleys. Like so many of the simpler 
pleasures and activities of an earlier day, it 
has found it difficult to compete with televi¬ 
sion and modern mobility." 

On a balmy spring day at Pimlico when the 
weather itself is conducive to reviving 
memories of bygone pleasures, mutuel em¬ 
ployees Jack Cowden and Arthur Johnson 
and tote man Monnie White share recollec¬ 
tions of Hagerstown. 

Ever one to appreciate the finer things in 
life. Jack Cowden immediately voices his 
most vivid memory: "Hagerstown had the 
best damn track kitchen in the world," he 
states. "Working those fairs was just like 
going on vacation. Of course, just like a vaca¬ 
tion, we weren't making any money, but 
everybody sure enjoyed the atmosphere."

Arthur Johnson adds: "That was before 
the days of fancy motels. Trainers, mutuel 
clerks — everybody — stayed in private 
homes. You usually returned to the same 
place year after year, because the owners 
knew you. Today people would probably be 
afraid to take anyone into their homes." 

Cowden adds: "When they built the 
clubhouse at Hagerstown, they forgot about 
the moneyroom. Then they had to jam one 
into a tiny, little corner. It was hot, but fun." 

"In the early days," explains Monnie 
White, who has been with American To- 
talisator since 1946, "there were eight races 
with a daily double on the first two events. 
No exotic betting. The preprinted tickets 
were stacked in racks. When a customer or¬ 
dered a ticket, the clerk simply picked off the 
top ticket. Each one was numbered begin¬ 
ning with 00. After the race a man walked 
along and recorded the top number in each 
stack. That told at a glance how many tickets 
were sold on each. It wasn't like your com¬ 
puters, but it worked." 


Someone points out Phil Miller, a slim 
man who stands in the clubhouse concen¬ 
trating on the televised rerun of the previous 
race. When asked about his memories of 
Hagerstown, the retired outrider and trainer 
grins broadly. "Well," he remarks, "if you 
didn't have the type of horse to go to New 
York or New Jersey, you had to go to the fairs 
because that's all the summer racing there 
was. You'd hope to win a race or two just to 
meet expenses. Besides it was like ... a 
vacation. Everybody being so friendly and 
all." 

Fun . . . friendship . . . more than money 
was lost when Hagerstown succumbed to 
the inevitable.

Betty Worthington's 
Last Horse 
Be Her Best 


By Snowden Carter 


Undefeated in four previous starts, Ja- 
meela made it five in a row last month when 
she captured Bowie's $30,000 Dogwood 
Stakes in her first effort beyond six furlongs. 

Owned and bred by Mrs. Richard W. Wor¬ 
thington, Jameela won the mile and a six¬ 
teenth 3-year-old filly stake by a decisive 
two-length margin over Mardie's Bid while 
Phoebe's Donkey struggled in a soundly 
beaten third as even-money favorite. 

Up until the Dogwood Stakes, Phoebe's 
Donkey had been regarded as the clearcut 
champion of the 3-year-old Maryland-bred 
filly division, but now that Jameela has beat¬ 
en her and is still undefeated, it may well be 
that the division has a new leader. 


Asbury Mary, a 10-year-old daughter of 
Seven Comers, broke her maiden as a 4- 
year-old in a $5,000 claimer. Jameela is her 
first foal. 

Commenting on the mare's race record, 
Betty Worthington says: "She was a better 
race horse than her record indicates. She 
didn't run in claiming races until after she 
sustained a slab fracture in a knee. She was 
operated on at New Bolton as a 3-year-old, 
then won two races at 4." 


Jameela is the only horse currently owned 
by Mrs. Worthington, the Bel Air horse 
breeder having decided last year to discon¬ 
tinue her farm operation. She sold Jameela's 
dam, Asbury Mary, and the $176,000- 
winner Sarah Percy to Irvin C. Tillman in a 
package. 

"Ironically," recalls Mr. Tillman, "Asbury 
Mary was the throw-in. I wanted Sarah 
Percy. Then I decided to take the other mare, 
too. I gave her to my wife as a 37th wedding 
anniversary present." 

Jameela is by Rambunctious (who stood at 
Windfields Farm from 1970 through 1977 
and is now at Red Oak Farms) and it was at 
Windfields that Jameela was foaled, her dam 
having been booked to Rambunctious in 
both 1975 and 1976. 


The mare is a half-sister to stakes-winning 
Sarah Percy and to stakes-placed Simplified. 

Jameela was not broken until the summer 
of her 2-year-old year. She was sent to Saga¬ 
more Farm last July, remaining there for 
three months. 

"By the end of September," says Mrs. 
Worthington, "they were telling me that she 
could run. Buddy Troyer did a fine job break¬ 
ing and educating her. When she left Saga¬ 
more, she went to Happy Ravich at the track. 


Mrs. Richard W. Worthington, owner 
and breeder of Jameela, decided last year 
to discontinue her farm operation, 
retaining only the now 3-year-old filly. 
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"Hap had her about ready to run by 
Christmas, but then she caught a cold. Then 
the tracks turned bad. With one thing and 
then another, she didn't make her first start 
until April at Pimlico." 

Winning her debut in maiden-special 
company, Jameela quickly added three con¬ 
secutive allowance scores, two of those wins 
coming as odds-on favorite. 

Although Mrs. Worthington has had great 
success as a small breeder, she is now com¬ 
pletely out of the business. 

Explaining why she sold her mares, she 
says: "I've gotten to that point in life where I 
want to do something besides work in the 
barn. I want to travel a little—at least have a 
weekend free to go to the beach. But when I 
had those mares, I couldn't do anything. 
They tied me down every day of the year." 

Mrs. Worthington got into the horse busi¬ 
ness in 1965 after having spent several years 
raising ponies. She acquired her first Thor¬ 
oughbred broodmare. Little Fever, in a trade 
for a Crossbred pony. 

Initially, she was a commercial breeder, 
selling her homebreds as yearlings. At one 
point, she had as many as seven brood¬ 
mares. "But," she adds, "I lost money every 
year. Then, five years ago, I switched the 
operation to one in which I raced what I 
raised. Since then, it's been all black ink." 



Mrs. Worthington credits her trainer, Hy¬ 
man Ravich, for most of her success. 

"I don't like to race my horses at 2, and I 
don't like to push them when they get to be 
3. Hap agrees with me. He's as conservative 
as I am." 

Born and raised in the same house in 
which she now lives, Mrs. Worthington has 
two children, Anne, 25, and Robert, 22. Her 
husband, Richard, is part-owner and pub¬ 
lisher of the Bel Air Aegis. 

Jameela's name is Arabic. Explains Mrs. 
Worthington: "My brother works in Saudi 
Arabia for an oil company. So I asked him 
once to write down a list of boys' and girls' 
names. Jameela is a girl's name. It means 
beautiful." 

In selling Asbury Mary and Sarah Percy to 
the new Maryland breeder, Irvin C. Tillman 
(owner of Suburban Chevrolet in addition to 
shopping centers, etc.), Mrs. Worthington 
has no regrets. 

"It looks like they'll get him off on the right 
foot," she adds. 

Asbury Mary's second foal (a full sjster to 
Jameela) was sold by Mrs. Worthington in 
last year's Eastern Fall Sales. She was bought 
for $6,000 by Dr. Joseph V. Zappasodi. The 
mare has no 1979 yearling but for Mr. Till¬ 
man this year produced a filly by Roanoke 
Island. She was bred back to Irish Castle and 
is believed to be in foal. 

Mr. Tillman also reports that Sarah Percy 
has been examined in foal to Bold Bidder. 
Both Asbury Mary and Sarah Percy are now 
quartered at Mr. Tillman's Rolling Mill Farm 
which he recently purchased from the estate 
of John M. Curley. 

He plans to build a house on the property 
(while retaining the farm's present name) 
with work to begin in "about eight or nine 
months." Mr. Tillman (who owns a share in 
Affirmed) presently has five broodmares 
and two sucklings at Rolling Mill. 

Asked if she will re-enter the breeding 
business when it comes time to retire Ja¬ 
meela, Mrs. Worthington said: "Oh, I don't 
think so. I might have done that if she hadn't 
won a stake. But now she's worth quite a bit, 
so I guess I'll wind up selling her."

The young Bold Ruler stallion Anticipat¬ 
ing was represented by his first winner from 
his first crop to race last month when Andrea 
F. won at Belmont Park in her first start. 
Owned and bred by Irvin Feiner, the 2-year- 
old filly performed as 9-to-5 favorite. 

Anticipating stands at Helen Polinger's 
farm in Olney for a live foal fee of $2,000. He 
is an 8-year-old son of the To Market mare 
Marking Time. 

Fair Hill Cancels 

The scheduled two-day Fair Hill hunt 
meeting in September has been canceled, it 
was announced last month by Stephen P. 
Groat, executive director of Fair Hill Races. 

Groat said that Fair Hill's scheduled two 
days (September 3 and 8) conflicted directly 
with Delaware Park and there were no al¬ 
ternative dates available to avoid the conflict. 

As a result, the Grand National Steeple¬ 
chase, which is the highlight of Fair Hill's fall 
meet, has been moved to the Foxfield Races 
in Charlottesville, Va., where it will be run 
on September 15. 

Groat said Fair Hill plans to resume its 
usual spring and fall schedule of hunt meet¬ 
ings in 1980. 

Dr. Gadd Is Honored 

Dr. John D. Gadd, of Cockeysville, was 
presented the Practitioner Research Award 
for outstanding research accomplishments 
by a practicing veterinarian during the 116th 
annual meeting of the American Veterinary 


Medical Association in Seattle, Washington, 
last month. 

Dr. Gadd, a 1932 graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania, is a pioneer in aseptic 
surgical techniques. He is also regarded as 
an expert in large animal surgery and dis¬ 
eases of the reproductive tract in mares. He 
has lectured extensively throughout his ca¬ 
reer and has participated in many surgical 
demonstrations. 

Dr. Gadd has also served as president of 
the Maryland Veterinary Medical Associa¬ 
tion and the Southern Veterinary Medical 
Association. 

Steeplechase Futurity 

A futurity for hurdle horses and steeple¬ 
chasers is being planned for the Marlbor¬ 
ough Hunt meeting held each spring at Roe- 
dowri in Davidsonville. 

The first hurdle futurity is scheduled for 
1980 and the first timber futurity in 1981. 

A deadline of October 1 has been set for 
nominations. 

Conditions of the futurity read as follows: 
"To get this futurity started, for the year 
1979, and for 1979 only, nominations will be 
open to foals, yearlings, 2-year-olds and 3- 
year-olds. After 1979, nominations will be 
accepted for foals of that year. 

"The nomination fees for 1979 will be as 
follows: foals of 1979, $10; foals of 1978, $35; 
foals of 1977, $200; foals of 1976, $400. 

"Foals of 1976 will be eligible to run in the 
hurdle race of 1980 and/or the timber race of 
1981. Foals of 1977 will be eligible to run in 
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the hurdle race of 1981 and/or the timber race 
of 1982 if the additional fee of $200 is paid in 
1980. Foals of 1978 will be eligible to run in 
the hurdle race of 1982 and/or the timber race 
of 1983 if the additional fee of $165 is paid by 
October 1 of 1980 and $200 is paid by October 
1, 1981. Foals of 1979 will be eligible to run in 
the hurdle race of 1983 and/or the timber race 
of 1984 if the additional fee of $25 is paid by 
October 1 of 1980, $165 is paid by October 1, 
1981 and $200 is paid by October 1,1982. 

"In all cases a starting fee of $100 is due for 
each race."

Bid's Stud Schedule 

Spectacular Bid will go to stud at Claiborne 
Farm, near Paris, Ky., when his racing career 
is completed, farm president Seth Hancock 
announced last month after completing ne¬ 
gotiations with Hawksworth Farm's Harry 
Meyerhoff. 

Hancock emphasized that Spectacular 
Bid's racing status for 1980 is uncertain. "He 
could race next year or he could go to stud. 
It's uncertain at this point, but as long as he 
races he will run for Hawksworth Farm." 

The son of Bold Bidder and Spectacular, 
by Promised Land, will probably be syndica¬ 
ted in the fall, Hancock said. "That's another 
thing that is still uncertain." 

Hancock said that the price per share in 
Spectacular Bid will be determined after he 
runs in the fall. No dollar value has been 
announced. 


Spectacular Bid's earnings stand at 
$1,155,867, making him the 18th leading 
money winner of all time. He is one of 24 
Thoroughbreds to earn more than $1,000,000 
in purses. 

Strawbridge Honored 

George Strawbridge, Jr., 41-year-old 
horseman, college professor, business exec¬ 
utive and community leader, was presented 
with the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association's F. Ambrose Clark Award for 
1979. 

The award is designed to honor the indi¬ 
vidual "who has done the most to promote, 
improve and encourage the growth of stee¬ 
plechasing in America." Strawbridge was 
the fifteenth recipient of American steeple¬ 
chasing's highest honor, bestowed annually 
since 1965 when the NSHA's Board of Ste¬ 
wards first honored Mrs. Marion duPont 
Scott. Strawbridge received his award in a 
special ceremony as part of the National 
Steeplechase Day celebration at Saratoga 
early this month. 

In announcing the decision of the Board of 
Stewards to honor the Pennsylvanian, 
NSHA president William L. Pape com¬ 
mented: "George Strawbridge, Jr., exemp¬ 
lifies the true spirit of the National Steeple¬ 
chase and Hunt Association.

Mike G. Rutherford's Countess North, a 10-1 un¬ 
derdog, beat the favorite Palm Hut to win the 
$40,000-added Comely Stakes at Aqueduct on 
May 13. This was the first stakes victory for the 
3-year-old filly trained by Stephen DiMauro. She 
earned $25,725 for her upset win. 

Countess North ran a length and a half off the pace 
until the three-quarter mile pole where she took 
the lead by a head. In the stretch she denied Palm 
Hut's final attempt, winning by a neck. Run Cos¬ 
mic Run finished third, six lengths behind, fol¬ 
lowed by Golferette and Gueniviere. 

The chestnut filly becomes owner Rutherford's 
third stakes winner, the other two being Native 
Lovin and Delice. He bought Countess North at 
the 1977 Keeneland Sale for $175,000. She now 
has won $49,700. 

Northern Dancer's list of stakes winners grows to 
62 with Countess North's win. She and Fairy 
Dance are his two stakes winners so far in 1979. In 
his career he won over $500,000 and set a record in 
the 1964 Kentucky Derby. Alma North, Nijinsky 
II, Lyphard and Dance Spell were sired by North¬ 
ern Dancer. 

Countess North is the second to last foal out of 
Impetuous Lady. Before her death in 1977, she 
produced two stakes winners. Northern Fling and 
Regal Gal, and two stakes-placed horses. Trusted 
Friend and Impetuous Gal. Each of her foals was 
bred by Taylor.

In the Hempstead Handicap at Belmont Park Pearl 
Necklace broke from the gate and remained well 
off the rail, running in second position for the first 
half mile. By the three-quarter pole she led the 
pack by a comfortable four-length margin. She 
increased the gap to five lengths and won handily. 
Jockey Jeff Fell rode the winner in 1:48% for nine 
furlongs on a fast track. 


The Hempstead was Pearl Necklace's eighth ca¬ 
reer stakes win. It brought her within $2,039 of 
equaling Twixt's all-time Maryland racing total of 
$619,141. She is by Ambernash, currently stand¬ 
ing at Mr. and Mrs. Charles McGinnes' Thommar 
Farm near Chestertown. The 17-year-old stallion 
has stood at six different farms in his lifetime and 
the Kent county farm probably will be his last 
residence. Recently bought from Richard S. Rey¬ 
nolds, Jr., Ambernash serviced 45 mares in 1979. 
Included in this year's book was Another Jane, the 
dam of Pearl Necklace, who presently has a suck¬ 
ling by the same sire. 

Reginald N. Webster, the breeder and owner of 
Pearl Necklace, is a former president of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders Association and 
is a member of The Jockey Club. He also has raced 
Capelet, Quick Touch, Amberoid, Count Amber, 
Viscount, Gay Style and Quill, the champion 2- 
year-old filly of 1958.

Lucy S. Close's Lucy's Axe, racing for the first 
time on the turf, won the $25,000 Annapolis 
Handicap at Pimlico. The bay colt beat six rivals, 
collecting $18,135 in the lVie-mile stakes race. The 


Annapolis Handicap was the second added- 
money win for the 3-year-old in 1979, he having 
won the $50,000 Rebel Handicap at Oaklawn Park 
on March 24. 

The 7-10 choice prompted the early pace for the 
first quarter of a mile. Running in second place 
behind Ply the Sea, he gained the lead rounding 
the final turn. Heading down the stretch, Buck's 
Chief sliced between the two frontrunners but 
Lucy's Axe held on to win by a nose. Ply the Sea 
finished third, 4‘A lengths behind Buck's Chief. 
Ridden by Robert Gilbert, the winner was timed in 
1:45% (4% seconds off the track mark) on a sloppy 
track. 

The bay colt was foaled at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City. He was sold by William M. 
Hackman, owner of Orange Hill Farm near Mid- 
dleburg, Va., at the 1977 Saratoga yearling sale for 
$30,000. During the sale two years ago trainer 
Joseph B. Cantey was asked by LeRoy and Lucy 
Close to buy horses for them and Lucy's Axe was 
one of his selections. 

Lucy's Axe is the first stakes winner for the 
Closes. They have been in the horse business 
since they began racing claimers at Calder six 
years ago. Their colt has won nearly $150,000 in 
slightly less than one year of racing.

Moonlight Jig, carrying top weight of 124 
pounds, beat six rivals in the $25,000 Queen 
Anne Handicap at Pimlico. This was only the 
second stakes win of her career, yet the roan 
mare's total earnings nearly surpass the 
$300,000 mark. Her only other stakes victory 
was in the All Brandy Handicap at Laurel in 
December of 1977. The homebred 6-year-old 
raced by Pomponio Stables has finished in the 
money in 43 of her 59 lifetime starts. 

Arthur Pomponio is a retired builder and 
mortgage banker who owns a 260-acre farm in 
Gainesville, Va. Pomponio retired because 
doctors discovered a malignant tumor and 
gave him only a short time to live. Now, three 
years later, he regrets leaving his banking and 
building interests. Since his son and daughters 
are not interested in horses, he sold his brood¬ 
mares and stallions but continues to maintain 
a racing stable. Later this year he plans to sell 
Moonlight Jig, preferring to keep his racing 
endeavors in the present tense. He also raced 
Forgene, a half-brother to Moonlight Jig, who 
won the Shenandoah Handicap.

As a 2-year-old the In Reality filly out of Secret 
Verdict by Gandestine failed to break her maiden 
in two starts. She had only a third-place finish and 
$1,980 to her credit when she turned three. In 1979 
A Realgirl has emerged into a productive race¬ 
horse, winning three stakes and collecting checks 
six out of the 11 times she has run. 

In the Dogwood Stakes at Pimlico A Realgirl broke 
from the gate in third place and dropped to fourth, 
three lengths back, midway through the race.

Massachusetts Handicap Prep, beating four rivals 
in 1:44 2/5 for a mile and a sixteenth. The 4-year- 
old colt collected his second stakes win, both of 
them achieved during the Suffolk Downs spring 
meet. He is the first stakes winner for Chesapeake 
Bay Stable, owned by Edgar Lipscomb and Calvin 
L. Williams. 

Solitude, the dam of Quiet Jay, has produced 
eight foals who collectively earned over $200,000. 
She is a full sister to Vertex, a winner of $434,424. 
Quiet Jay is the only stakes winner produced by 
Solitude, who was destroyed in 1976 because of a 
malignant tumor. Noble Jay, sire of Quiet Jay, 
stands for $1,500 at The Equine Gambit in War¬ 
wick, Md. Quiet Jay is his tenth stakes winner. 
Next season the 20-year-old Double Jay stallion 
enters his seventeenth year at stud. 

Although neither Williams nor Lipscomb had 
bred a stakes winner prior to Quiet Jay, they did 
race Bobago Gal, a stakes-placed filly (in the 1976 
Politely Stakes) and Ali Trace, winner of $151,080. 
Since the Prep victory Quiet Jay placed third in 
both Suffolk Downs' Massachusetts Handicap 
and Ak-Sar-Ben's Comhusker Handicap. 

Besides Quiet Jay, Chesapeake Bay Stable owns 
several broodmares and a share in Noble Jay. Lips¬ 
comb ran an Eastern Shore hunting club for sev¬ 
eral years before retiring to devote more time to 
his horses.

Edgar M. Lucas's North Course was awarded 
Belmont's $75,000-added Celanese Cup Hand¬ 


icap when the stewards ruled that Star de Nas- 
kra, the winner by four lengths, had drifted 
into the path of Nice Catch, the early paceset¬ 
ter, while running in midstretch. The stew¬ 
ards felt Star de Naskra threatened Nice 
Catch and consequently disqualified him. The 
ruling snapped Star de Naskra's four-race win 
skein that included Aqueduct's Bold Ruler and 
Carter Handicaps. 

Following his "gift" victory in New York, 
North Course achieved an honestly earned tri¬ 
umph in the $25,000 Atlantic City Handicap. 
Winning by a nose from Tanthem, North 
Course completed the seven furlongs in 1:23. 

The gray gelding is from the first crop of 
Northern Jove, Helmore Farm's brilliant 
young sire by Northern Dancer. In his three 
crops to race. Northern Jove has sired the 
co-champion 2-year-old filly of 1978 and 
Eclipse award winner. Candy Eclair, and 
stakes winner Northern Jay. In 1979 he stood 
for $3,000 and his book was full. Like his 
stakes-winning son, he too is gray. 

Irish Course, the gelding's dam, won $44,982 
and was Mr. Lucas's first homebred stakes 
winner. North Course is her third of five re¬ 
ported foals and only added-money winner to 
date. She is a 13-year-old mare from Best 
Course, a stakes-placed daughter of Better 
Self. Irish Course won five of eight races in 
her two-year racing career, including Bowie's 
Patricia A. Stakes. 

North Course won the Lamplighter Handicap 
last July, the Hialeah Sprint Championship in 
March, the Celanese Cup in June and the At¬ 
lantic City Handicap in July to give him a 
career earnings total of nearly $200,000. In 
addition to the 4-year-old gelding, Helmore 
Farm has one other homebred stakes winner, 
Cyalo (in 1971).

Star de Naskra, in whom a half-interest was ac¬ 
quired in May by William duPont, III, for 


$500,000, nearly clinched the sprint championship 
for 1979 with his third stakes victory of the year. 
(Although he came in first in the Celanese Cup, 
the stewards ruled he threatened Nice Catch and 
as a result moved him to fourth and last.) The two 
owners, duPont and Carlyle J. Lancaster, are 
planning to syndicate the multiple stakes winner 
this fall when the colt retires to stand at duPont's 
Pillar Stud in Lexington, Ky. 

In the Grade II Comhusker Handicap Jeff Fell, the 
leading rider at Belmont this spring who flew to 
Nebraska for the race, broke his horse on top and 
then fell a length behind in fourth place. At the 
three-quarter mile point he regained the lead 
which he never relinquished. Star de Naskra fin¬ 
ished eight and a half lengths ahead of Prince 
Majestic, with Quiet Jay third. It was the colt's first 
six-figure purse. 

Candle Star, the dam of Star de Naskra, has pro¬ 
duced four winners, including stakes-placed Si¬ 
lent Native. At the present time she has an un¬ 
raced 2-year-old colt by Son Ange named Star 
Ange and a yearling filly by Rollicking. This year 
the mare was bred to Dance Spell.

Many years ago John B. Merryman bought a mare 
named Fanruth for $250. As a broodmare she pro¬ 
duced seven foals, including a stakes-placed colt 
named Carroll Road. Her seventh reported foal 
was a filly called Onega. Although Onega won 
only $4,235 at the track, her offspring have earned 
over $200,000. Among the racehorses produced 


by her is Push 'n Six, a 6-year-old mare who 
recently won the Lady Baltimore Handicap. 

From the outset the race appeared to be a five- 
horse battle for place money. Christiana Stables' 
Silken Delight, winner of two out of three races

After 14 years as breeder, consignor and owner of 
a racing stable, Mrs. Richard W. Worthington de¬ 
cided to disband her Thoroughbred breeding op¬ 
eration.

According to jockey Bill Passmore and Bill Phillips 
of the Daily Racing Form Irish Tower had little 
trouble in the Kindergarten Stakes on the first day 
of Bowie's 36-day meet. "He won off easy," said 
Passmore after the race. Phillips recapped the race 
by writing: "a leisurely six-length triumph. . . the 
$30,000 yearling son of Irish Castle—Royal Loom 
... coasted the last of the five furlongs." Thus did 
Irish Tower win his third race in as many tries and 
gain his second added-money victory in a row. 

The bay^olt was foaled on March 13, 1977, at 
Glade Valley Farms in Frederick. His dam. Royal 
Loom, had been acquired in the 1976 Keeneland 
Fall Sale for $36,000 by Dr. Robert A. Leonard. 
She was carrying Irish Tower at the time. As a 
yearling he was consigned to the Eastern Fall Sale 
and purchased by Hugh A. Grant. 

It was logical that Mr. Grant found the colt's 
breeding to his liking. He had raced both Loom 
and Abrogate (a winner of $116,774) who are the 
sire and dam of Royal Loom. His 2-year-old colt 
has already established himself as the frontrun¬ 
ning juvenile colt of 1979 among Maryland-breds. 
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For the eleventh time in his career at stud 
Rambunctious has sired a stakes winner. Mrs. 
Richard W. Worthington’s Jameela remains un¬ 
defeated in five starts after a two-length victory 
in the $34,750 Dogwood Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies at Bowie. 

In addition to siring 22 stakes horses, Ram¬ 
bunctious has proved to be a sire of sires, not¬ 
ably two of his stakes winners—Rollicking and 
Red Monk. Rollicking has sired six stakes win¬ 
ners in his initial few seasons and Red Monk’s 
stakes winners include the brilliant sprinter Tiny 
Monk.

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A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
July 5,1979, at the home of Mr. E.P. Taylor in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

The president called the meeting to order 
at9:15 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, William 
G.Christmas, HalC.B. Clagett, Mrs. Richard 
C. duPont, Kimball C. Firestone, Peter Jay, 
King T. Leatherbury, Betty Shea Miller, 
Hugh J. O'Donovan, E.P. Taylor, Katharine 
M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., John B. 
Merryman, John C. Mobberley, Douglas R. 
Small. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read 
by the secretary, Mrs. Miller. The president 
asked that that sentence in the minutes read¬ 
ing: "After some discussion, Mr. Clagett 
moved that a financial report be published 
annually," be amended to read: "that the 
pertinent portions of the MHBA's financial 
report be published annually." There being 
no other corrections, the minutes were ap¬ 
proved on a motion by Mr. Christmas, sec¬ 
onded by Mr. Firestone. 

The president called on Mrs. Miller for a 
treasurer's report. She noted that the Fi¬ 
nance Committee of which she is chairman 
had met earlier in the day and had proposed 
the following recommendations to the 
Board: 

1. That a finance charge of one and one- 
half per cent be levied against all ac¬ 
counts not paid within 30 days. (After 
brief discussion, the Board approved 
this Finance Committee recommenda¬ 
tion.) 

2. Advertising accounts which are six 
months or more in arrears should be 
extended no further credit. Any adver¬ 


tiser six months in arrears as of Sep¬ 
tember 1 should be refused advertising 
space in The Maryland Horse. (This re¬ 
commendation was also approved by 
the Board.) 

3. Advertising accounts deemed hopeless 
should be turned over to a collection 
agency. (This recommendation was 
also approved by the Board.) 

4. Beginning January 1, all Maryland stal¬ 
lions must be registered with the 
MHBA on a form filled out by the stal¬ 
lion owner or syndicate manager. Ini¬ 
tial registration fee to cost $100 with an 
annual renewal charge of $25. Stallions 
not so registered as of January 1 to be 
ineligible for stallion bonuses. (This re¬ 
commendation was put into the form of 
a motion by Mr. Clagett and was secon¬ 
ded by Mr. Firestone. The motion pas¬ 
sed on a vote of 9 to 2.) 

Mrs. Miller noted that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee meeting held earlier that day had 
been her first since becoming chairman and 
that it had lasted for an hour and a half. In 
attendance had been committee members 
Hugh J. O'Donovan and C. Frank Hopkins 
in addition to the MHBA's general manager, 
its bookkeeper and the man (Robert Wilson) 
who annually prepares the MHBA's year- 
end audit. 

The president next called on Mr. Clagett 
for an update on the Douglas R. Small, Jr., 
matter. This involved the auction of an un¬ 
raced 2-year-old filly at a 1977 Timonium sale 
for $35,000. The purchaser, Ted Shapiro, 
had refused to pay for the filly consigned by 
Small, alleging a wind defect. Suits and 
countersuits had been filed. Mr. Clagett 
stated that the first trial had been held in 
New York two weeks previously and that the 
jury had found in favor of Shapiro. That 
court had ruled that the filly be returned to 
Fasig-Tipton by Shapiro and that F-T reim¬ 
burse Shapiro $7,500 for her board. Mr. 
Clagett said that a second trial would be held 
in Maryland in mid-July. He urged that the 
Board take no action of any kind until after 
the Maryland trial is completed. The Board 
concurred in Mr.Clagett's recommendation. 

E.P. Taylor hosted the July meeting 
of the Board at his Chesapeake City home. 
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The president called on Mr. Carter to re¬ 
port on possible problems which may arise 
regarding the registration of Maryland- 
breds and Maryland stallions under the new 
and expanded breeder awards program. 
Carter accordingly asked the Board for its 
guidance on the following matters: 

1. On breeder awards, should they be 
paid even after the death of the breed¬ 
er? Under the old (now defunct) open 
race breeder awards, the rule said that 
the bonuses would be discontinued at 
the death of the breeder, unless the 
heirs continued to maintain the breed¬ 
ing operation in a manner substantially 
unchanged. Carter said he felt the old 
regulation was unfair to survivors of 
the deceased breeder. He urged that 
breeder awards be continued to the es¬ 
tate of the deceased breeder as long as 
horses bred by the deceased continue 
to win. (After some discussion the 
Board, on a voice vote, endorsed Car¬ 
ter's recommendation.) 

2. On the definition of a Maryland-bred, 
Carter asked for a guideline on the rule 
which reads: "... the horse must have 
been foaled in Maryland, and, in addi¬ 
tion, unless the breeder is a resident of 
the State or one who maintains his 
breeding stock continually in the State, 
the said horse shall be either the pro¬ 
duce of a mare having conceived in 
Maryland the previous season, or of a 
mare sent into the state to foal and cov¬ 
ered by a Maryland stallion the season 



of the birth of said foal." Carter said the 
phrase "maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the state" was the part 
which needed more precise language. 
(After considerable discussion, the 
Board stated that this phrase should be 
interpreted as meaning "maintains a 
substantial portion of his breeding stock 
continually in the state.") 

3. On the payment of stallion bonuses, 
Carter asked guidance as to whether 
bonuses should go to the stallion's pre¬ 
sent owner or to the owner of the stal¬ 
lion at the time that the mating occur¬ 
red. He said that he recommended 
a continuance of the present policy 
which paid the bonuses to the owner of 
the stallion at the time of the mating 
which produced the winner. He noted, 
however, that some members were of 
the opinion that the bonus should go to 
the present owner of the stallion and 
for this reason he requested a Board 
decision. (After lengthy discussion, the 
Board voted to sustain the present pol¬ 
icy.) Carter then asked about syndi¬ 
cate-owned stallions. Did this mean, he 
asked, that those who had sold their 
shares in a stallion be given prorated 
shares of the bonuses, even though 
they no longer owned those shares? 
(The Board said this problem should be 
left to the decision of each syndicate 
manager, it being the MHBA's respon¬ 
sibility to see only that the bonus was 
paid to the syndicate manager. As a 
guideline, however, Mr. Christmas 
said he regarded the sale and trading of 
stallion shares to be similar to the sale 
and purchase of stock shares. "And 
when you buy a share in General Mo¬ 
tors, you buy the assets that go with it," 
he said. "It's still the same syndicate, 
even though shares might have been 
exchanged.") 

4. On stallions which now stand in Mary¬ 
land but may move out after January 1, 
1980, and then later be returned to 
Maryland—should the bonuses which 
would be discontinued because the 
horse left the state be revived when the 
horse returns to Maryland? (The Board 
said that they should not be revived. A 
former Maryland stallion returning to 
the state should be regarded as a new 
Maryland stallion—meaning that he 
would start with a clean slate.) 
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President's Report continued 

The president next read to the Board a 
letter he had received from the Murty broth¬ 
ers regarding a horse deal in France in which 
they felt they had been victimized by the 
French government. The Murty letter sought 
assistance and support from the MHBA. Af¬ 
ter some discussion, the Board decided to 
take no action on the letter. 

The president asked Mr. Taylor for his 
views on OTB in Canada and in this country. 
Mr. Taylor replied that OTB would soon be 
approved in Canada with all of the money 
bet being channeled through the tracks' 
mutuel machines. He said that he strongly 
favored this type of OTB because it puts the 
money in the proper places (purses, track 
management, government) rather than with 
bookmakers. Mr. Boniface asked the Board if 
it would favor this type of OTB if it could be 
properly legislated in Maryland. The Board 
responded (with one dissenting vote) that it 
would favor this type of OTB in Maryland. 

The president next reported that he had 
been asked to attend a legislative hearing in 
Annapolis on horse racing. He sought gui¬ 
dance from the Board on what improve¬ 
ments he should recommend. Mrs. Voss re¬ 
sponded that the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion should be restructured insofar as com¬ 
position and authority is concerned. Mr. 
Carter urged that the commission be re¬ 
duced from five to three members, stating 
that "it's hard enough to find three good 
members—five seems to be an impossible 
number." Mr. Clagett urged that the Board 
continue to pursue its goal of creating a non¬ 
profit racing authority in Maryland. (On this 
matter, the Board gave Mr. Clagett a vote of 
confidence.) The president next asked about 
the medication question. Did the Board still 
favor a rule barring all medication? After 
lengthy and heated discussion, the question 
was put to a vote. Six members voted in 
favor of eliminating all medication in Mary¬ 
land. Five voted for the retention of Bute and 
Lasix. 

Mr. Clagett noted that the State should 
spend additional money to improve research 
on horse projects and to improve its testing 
facilities for illegal drugs. Mrs. Voss strongly 
concurred, adding that there should be ade¬ 
quate refrigeration facilities for horses on 
which post mortems were required. She also 
was critical of the present laboratory which 
tests for drugs. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, Mr. Christmas moved that the Board 


express its thanks by formal motion to Mr. 
Taylor for his hospitality. The motion carried 
unanimously. On a motion by Mr. Firestone, 
seconded by Mrs. Voss, the meeting ad¬ 
journed at 11:30 p.m. □

Pan-Am Winner 

The United States Equestrian Team won 
all three Gold medals awarded in equestrian 
sports in the Pan-American Games held in 
Puerto Rico last month. 

American riders won four of five possible 
medals in dressage and jumping; the three 
Golds as well as the Silver in dressage. 

Because of the limits placed on the number 
of entries per nation in all events for indi¬ 
viduals in the Games, each nation could win 
no more than two individual medals in dres¬ 
sage and two in individual show jumping. 
Team medals were awarded only in jump¬ 
ing. There was no official team competition 
in dressage and no three-day eventing at the 
Games. 

Hilda Gurney on her Keen won the Indi¬ 
vidual Gold in dressage and Gwen Stocke- 
brand and her Bao took the Individual Silver. 

In show jumping, the United States Gold 
medal-winning team consisted of Buddy 
Brown on Derby Hill Farm's Sandsablaze, 
Norman Dello Joio on Hillshire Farm's Alle¬ 
gro, Michael Matz on F. Eugene Dixon, Jr.'s 
Jet Run and Melanie Smith on Stillmeadow 
Farm's Val de Loire. 

Because only the two top ranking riders 
from each nation were eligible to enter the 
final competition for the individual awards, 
only Matz and Smith qualified. 

Matz won the Individual Gold in jumping, 
with Smith, the other U.S. entry in the indi¬ 
vidual competition, finishing fifth after an 
unfortunate fall in the last class of three days 
of jumping competition. 


Geraldo Tazzer of Mexico on Butch Cas¬ 
sidy took the Individual Silver and Ian Millar 
of Canada on Brother Sam earned the 
Bronze. 

Despite her fall and subsequent faults, 
which ended her chance for an individual 
medal. Smith's strong performances in the 
earlier days' events aided the U.S. in captur¬ 
ing the team medal. In the competitions 
leading to the final team standings. Smith 
stood first in the individual placings with a 
total penalty count of 6.78. Tazzer was in 
second with 7.33 and Matz was third with 
13.265. Dello Joio had 22.545 and Brown 
27.50. 

These low scores were instrumental in the 
U.S. winning the team Gold with a total of 
39.545 penalties. Canada placed second with 
65.045, and Mexico was third with 100.245. 

The individual dressage event was prece¬ 
ded by an unofficial team competition be¬ 
tween the United States and Brazil, the only 
two nations at the Games with more than 
two riders. The U.S. squad of Gurney, 
Stockebrand and Linda Zang on her Fellow 
Traveller bested the South Americans 4616 
to 3939. 

In the individual competition, Gurney's 
score of 1357 took the Gold and Stocke- 
brand's 1231 the Silver. The Bronze Medal 
was earned by Colombia's Carmen T. de- 
Mier and Gondolero, with a score of 1180. 

Financial Aid Offered 

In order to give three-day eventers with 
Olympic potential additional experience this 
year, the United States Equestrian Team is 
providing financial assistance to two inter- 
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mediate and advanced level schooling trials 
late this summer. 

The events are scheduled for Ledyard 
Farm in Wenham, Mass., August 27-28, and 
at Boyce, Va., October 6-7. 

These schooling trials will be open to 
eventers who are U.S. citizens and who have 
horses qualified to compete at the interme¬ 
diate or advanced level. According to the 
USET, there have been limited opportunities 
in the United States for competition at these 
levels this year, and the two are needed to 
help prepare riders and horses for their fu¬ 
ture participation in international events. 

In addition to assisting with the two 
schooling events, the Team's three-day se¬ 
lection committee has awarded a grant to 
Torrance Watkins to partially defray the 
costs of her participation in the Burghley 
Horse Trials in England in September. 

Miss Watkins, 29, of Boyce, Va., riding 
Red's Door, placed 15th in the Three-Day 
World Championships last summer in Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. 

Washington International 

The 21st annual Washington International 
Horse Show will take place at the Capital 
Centre in Landover from October 21 to Oc¬ 
tober 28. 

With a record $100,000 in prize money of¬ 
fered, this year's fall classic will highlight 
many of the top horses and riders from the 
world over competing in 24 divisions, spread 
over seven matinee and eight evening per¬ 
formances. 

"In an effort to attract members of the 
equestrian world, as well as those people 


who have never attended a horse show— 
especially young people with their parents— 
we have added many new and dramatic fea¬ 
tures," announced horse show president 
True Davis. "Our objective is to introduce 
the 'Wonderful World of Horses' to as many 
people as possible in the greater Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., area. The end result promises to 
be the most entertaining, most action- 
packed and exciting show we've ever 
staged." 

Once inside the spacious 15,000 seat Capi¬ 
tal Centre, one of the highlights of the show 
is sure to be the international jumping com¬ 
petition, offering $60,000 in prize money. 
Here, the top riders from Canada, Great Bri¬ 
tain, Switzerland and the United States will 
compete in head-to-head competition 
against the finest individual (civilian) riders 
in North America. 

Among the various jumping classes, the 
show will feature the open jumper "pair re¬ 
lay" (relay races), knockout competition 
(first time staged in America), the $5,000 
gambler's choice, and the dynamic $25,000 
President's Cup Grand Prix (the most de¬ 
manding test for horse and rider).

He then went 
on to Lake Placid, New York, where he 
showed for two weeks against the best 
horses to be found in this country and 
Canada and emerged champion, winning 
seven out of ten classes. Copper was last 
year's AHSA Zone 3 champion green work¬ 
ing hunter and was ranked third for the en¬ 
tire country. He was showm to all of his wins 
by Michael K. Elmore and trained by W. 
Gary Baker.

The Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ On the cover was Clair Weaver's 4-year- 
old filly, Rena Grattan, with her driver Joe 
Hylan. The filly won the Laurel Cup Pace, 
the longest and most prestigious of any trot¬ 
ting race on the Maryland harness circuit. In 
that race Rena Grattan established herself as 
the classiest pacer in the state. Laurel Race¬ 
way reported that in its second meeting five 
mutuel records and several track marks were 
set. More than a quarter of a million dollars 
over the estimated goal set by Dick Hutchi¬ 
son, Jr., president and general manager, was 
wagered in the 20-day meet. Only New 
York's Roosevelt Raceway bettered Laurel's 
handle. 

■ Pictured in the August 1949 issue. . . 
Harry Hopkins received a cup from his 
mother, Mrs. Grayson Hopkins, after he 
won the boys' division equitation trophy in 
the Havre de Grace schooling show. Hop¬ 
kins also made this month's issue of The 
MARYLAND Horse when his homebred Bold 
Road won the J. Edgar Hoover Handicap at 
Pimlico. (Refer to Maryland-bred stakes 
winners section.) The winner of the girls' 
division at the Havre de Grace show was 
Mary Clark. Also depicted at the Havre de 
Grace show were Susan Archer and her 
mount. Twinkle, after winning reserve 
championship honors. . . At the Bel Air 
horse show Mary Claire Tredwell was sitting 
atop her Shetland mare. Silver Sue, and 
Alan Amos and Patsy Gorrell held the pony 


mare's foal. . . Terry Drury, a youngster from 
Virginia, was shown with her pony, David, 
at the Maryland Pony Show. . . John O. 
Needles, the secretary of Laurel Race 
Course, was seen sitting behind his desk 
after announcing the stakes schedule for 
1949. 

■ Rumors continued to grow over the sale of 
Pimlico. Controlling stockholder Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt showed displeasure with the 
General Assembly in Annapolis for their fail¬ 
ure to grant permission to transfer some of 
Pimlico's racing dates to Laurel. He also cited 
shortcomings of some past members of the 
state's racing commission. Fewer horsemen, 
he claimed, and more politically-minded in¬ 
dividuals had attained positions on the 
board. The editorial staff heartily agreed. If 
the rumors of selling the track had any valid¬ 
ity, then the first opportunity to acquire the 
stock would be offered to Henry A. Parr, III, 
a close friend and financial associate of Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 

■ Olney Farm, owned by Mrs. W.H.B. Ho¬ 
ward, sold a number of ponies to the Ambas¬ 
sador of Costa Rica. Included in the sale were 
Big Stuff, a frequent winner and sire of nu¬ 
merous winners in the show ring. Valley 
Spring, another stallion, and two brood¬ 
mares. Mrs. Howard (now Mrs. Holden Ro¬ 
gers) has bred quality Shetlands on her Har¬ 
ford county farm for many years. 
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■ Bel Air race track received a new totalisa- 
tor to accommodate the growing mutuel de¬ 
mand of the turfgoers. For the first time pa¬ 
trons were offered $50 win-place-show win¬ 
dows. Also a new odds, payoff and jockey 
change board was erected in the centerfield 
of the track. A picture accompanied the 
writeup, displaying the newly-built sad¬ 
dling paddock and walking ring. 

■ Brigadier General J.P.S. Devereux, presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Hunter Show, ex¬ 
plained that "competition in adjacent areas 
at the time the show was planned would be 
too hard to overcome in the late fall" and 
therefore it had been cancelled. But he added 
that the show would be scheduled for the 
following year. 

■ Maryland breeders readied themselves 
for the Saratoga sales. Yearlings by stallions 
such as Discovery, ^Challenger II, Lochinvar 
and By Jimminy were consigned to the sale 
by the state's horsemen. The sale ran from 
August 8-17. 

■ Joe H. Palmer, in an editorial written prior 
to the Keeneland and Saratoga sales, had 
bad news concerning prices at the two auc¬ 
tions. "Already there has been a trimming 
here and there in stakes values. . . the Sara¬ 
toga Association has announced a drop in 
minimum purses. . . It is almost certain that 
the other New York tracks will have to cut 
next year. . . The earning expectancy of the 
1949 yearling is thus lower than that of his 
full brother sold last year, and I should esti¬ 
mate that yearling prices will be down as a 
consequence. Some alarmists are talking 
about a 30 per cent drop but the guess in this 
corner is about half of that." 

■ From the Editor's Saddlebag, a look at 
June 19, 20, and 21: "Took off for Lexington 
this evening, via the George Washington of 
the C & O, taking Ed Schafer, Bobby Shea, 
Joe Ford and John Finney along to handle the 
horses we will ship from the Blue Grass to 
Timonium Tuesday morning. . .

The Horse Market 

What's a yearling worth at public auction in 1979? 

At Keeneland last month the average price was $160,111. At Timonium, it was 

$ 10 , 866 . 

The top price in the Kentucky auction was $1.6 million. In Maryland, it was 
$36,000. 

Does this prove that John Finney, Fasig-Tipton's president, is correct when he says 
that Maryland is the last bastion for the 100-cent dollar? 

Perhaps. 

But it may also indicate the existence of two completely separate horse worlds. 

Keeneland is the land of the zillionaire international buyer shopping a store chock 
full of diamonds. Timonium is more like real life. It's where the consignor himself is 
frequently found mucking out his own stalls. 

I for one am of the opinion that Maryland is a good state to sell in. 

Providing, of course, the yearling to be sold isn't worth a small to moderate 
fortune. If you happen to own one of that quality, then you'd do best to sell where all 
the other diamonds are being displayed. 

But if what you've got is a promising yearling produced by solid ancestors, well, 
Timonium is your marketplace. Nothing flashy, nothing great—just a well-established 
auction shopped by hardnosed buyers who have never forgotten that 100 pennies do a 
dollar make.
